ever since, The program was endorsed anew by the 
Supreme Council in 1921, in these words: 

“We approve and re-assert our. belief in the free — 
and compulsory education of the children of our Nation 
in public, primary schools supported by public taxation 
on which all children shall attend and be instructed in 
the English language only, without regard to race of 
creed, and we pledge the efforts of the membership of the 
Rite to promote by all lawful means the organization, ex- 
tension and development to the highest degree of such 
schools, and to continually oppose the efforts of any and 
all who seek to limit, curtail, hinder or destroy the pub- 
lic school system of our land.” Scottish Rite Bulletin, 
Fargo, N. D., Oct... Nov., Dec. 1922. 


The same (current) issue of the Scottish Rite 
Bulletin contains this paragraph on its first page: 

“The educational work of the Scottish Rite Bodies 
in the Orient of North Dakota is pro ing in a most 
satisfactory manner. In order to avoid any duplication of 
work, a close relationship between the Grand Lodge, 
Chapter and Commandery has been established. Over 
twenty thousand copies of the Towner-Sterling Bill have 
been distributed in the state through the Masonic bodies.”
